V pon the 17 of Jannagy, ig the Latitude of 19, about g at night, a ſmall and 

White Cloud aroſe, without atiy-Raidor exrraordivdary Wind, which preſently 

falling upos the Ship, preſied her dawn yith ſtrange, and indeed ſupernatural 

weight and force, that the Hatches flow bu“. and! the. wholeBhip was under 

Water, by which unhappy Accident, the Boy was waſhr off and drowned. 

Bur here to begin the more miraculous part of my Narrative, the Ship cons 
tinued 11 weeks under water, a thing that ſtryck (as may well be imagined) 
an extraordinary amazing Conſternatipn-&Confuſion through all the Mariners, 
ſrom ſeveral ſtrange ſorts of Arguments of their Aſtoniſnment. Firſt, That the 
Ship it ſhould be to wholly immerged under the Watet, & yet not to fink _ 
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right to the bottom. Seeondly, That though they were apparently thus un- 
der Water, and yet the Ship was not wholly filled with Water, but that they 
had Air enough for to breath in, by which great Means they continued alive, 
and feeding all that while upon Raw Meat, and freſh fiſh, which came ſwims 
ing over the Veſſel, and ſeveral of which they eagerly caught and eat: Theit 
Lodging was on Boards and Planks, the which were placed athwart the Rail, 
near the Taffrel, covered with a Sail. The Men were alwife wet, which in 
ſo long a time, made that impreſſion upon them, that their Fleſh on their Bo» 

dies was galled and ra. 2 1 | 
But what was the moſt athazing. and diſmalleſt part of all, was, Six of the 
Ships Crew, upon the ſinking of the Veſſel under Water, wete frighted wich 
Infernal Spirits, and about twelve the very firſt Night, were carried away invi- 
ſibly, leaving no more than four Perſons alive behind them; Which indeed 

ave ſome little and ſmall Credir, to what the forementioned Sailor at the 
Helm, had declared in his Deliriums. | i” 

After this Eleven Weeks immurement in thefe-wondrous watery Walls, for 
ſo I may juſty call it. the Ship recovered herſelf again, and the firſt Land they 
could diſeover was the Iſland of Difiado, which, with ſo few hands left, they 
could not fetch up, by reaſon of a ſtrong Northern Current that bore againſt 
them, the next was Grand Terra. where they met with the ſame diſappointment; 
But on the fifth of April, they run themſelves upon the ſhore upon Gaurdelupo, 
where the French treated them very kindly, not as Priſoners.
